Laconia, N. H. 
January 24, 1940 


The County Convention met in the office of the 
County Commissioners at 2:00 P. M. The meeting 
was called to order by Charles A. Rollins, chairman, 
F. A. Normandin, clerk pro tem. 

The roll call showed the following present: Charles 
A. Rollins, Herbert C. Adams, Arthur H. Lord, Amos 
R. Price, David O’Shan, George W. Tarlson, Alfred L. 
Guay, F. A. Normandin, Elmer 8. Tilton, Joseph H. 
Roucher, Howard K. Ballou, Harry J. Rivers, Clarence 
E. Greene, Charles L. Simpson, Shepherd F. Brown, J. 
Frank Neal, Nathan T. Morse. 

Chairman Rollins called upon Arthur Lord, chair- 
man of Budget Committee, who in turn spoke on the 
budget and submitted the same, item by item, to the 
Delegation. Chairman Rollins proceeded to take up 
each item individually subject to inquiries by the vari- 
ous members of the Delegation. The items as they ap- 
peared upon the form presented to each member of the 
Delegation were accepted as follows: Under heading of 
salaries of Commissioners, Treasurer, Auditors, Solici- 
tor, Sheriff as submitted by the Budget Committee. 

Under the title of Expenses of County Officers, the 
items Register of Deeds, Register of Probate were 
accepted as submitted by the Budget Committee. 

On motion duly made by David O’Shan of Ward 1, 
and seconded by Shepherd Brown of Meredith, that the 


sum of $230.44 be appropriated for the book repairs 
to the Register of Deeds, the vote was unanimous in 
the affirmative. 
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On motion duly made by Harry Rivers of Ward 5 
and seconded by Elmer Tilton of Ward 3, that the Care 
and Supplies of the Court House be cut, and the amount 
of $2,800.00 be appropriated for said item, the vote 


was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Under the heading of Public Welfare, the items 
of Support of Poor off Farm, Old Age Assistance, Re- 
lief Administration Expenses, were accepted as sub- 


mitted by the Budget Committee. 


Upon motion duly made by Howard Ballou of Ward 
5 and seconded by Herbert Adams of Belmont that the 
County Farm and Jail be appropriated $27,500.00, the 


vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


On motion duly made by Harry Rivers of Ward 5 
and seconded by Joseph Roucher of Ward 4 that the 
Board and Care of Children be appropriated the sum 
of $14,000.00, the vote was unanimous in the affirm- 


ative. 


On motion duly made by Elmer Tilton of Ward 3 
and seconded by Clarence Greene of Ward 6 that the 
Soldiers Aid be appropriated the sum of $11,000.00, 


the vote was unanimous in the affirmative. 


Under the heading of Interest, the item of Tem- 
porary Loans and Bonds was accepted as submitted 


by the Budget Committee. 
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Under the heading Indebtedness, the item Bonds 
was approved as submitted by the Budget Committee. 


Under the heading of All Other Payments, the 
item of Farm Bureau was accepted as submitted by 


the Budget Committee. 


Under the item Belknap Mt. Recreation Area, 
County Commissioner Colby read in detail the report 
of the Regional Engineer which called for $48,902.72. 
On motion duly made by Clarence Greene of Ward 6 
and seconded by Harry Rivers of Ward 5 that the Bel- 
knap Mt. Recreation Area be appropriated $32,000.00, 
the items for Theatre and Stage in the sum of $2,400.00, 
and New Cable, 10 added chairs, etc., for the Tramway 
in the sum of $4,500.00, shall be completed during the 
year 1940 from the within appropriation. The vote 


was unanimous in the affirmative. 


The items of Recopying Records Project, Laconia 
Sewing Project, Meredith Sewing Project, Maintenance 
Car Shop Building, Federal Surplus Commodities, and 
Belknap County Delegation Expenses were accepted 
as submitted by the Budget Committee. 


On motion duly made by F. A. Normandin of Ward 
2 and seconded by David O’Shan of Ward 1 that the 
Budget be adopted in its entirety in the sum of 
$220,606.69 less cash balance December 31, 1939, mak- 
ing the amount to be raised by taxation $160,036.40. 


The vote was in the affirmative. 


REPORTS FOR YEAR 1940 9 


A discussion was then had relative to the laying 
of a road on County Farm land located on the shore of 
Lake Winnisquam. On motion duly made by Clarence 
Greene of Ward 6 and seconded by David O’Shan of 
Ward 1 that a committee consisting of the three County 
Commissioners, the Mayor of the City of Laconia, the 
Engineer of the City of Laconia, and three members 
of the County Convention be appointed to investigate 
the matter of constructing a road for the shore lots 
frontage on land of the county at the county farm lo- 
cated on the shore of Lake Winnisquam; and also to 
investigate the matter of the county farm boiler, said 
committee to be appointed by the chair. The result of 
the vote being 9 for the motion, 4 against the motion, 
the chairman declared the motion passed. The chair- 
man reserved the appointment of the above mentioned 


committee to a future date. 


On motion duly made by David O’Shan of Ward 1 
and seconded by F. A. Normandin of Ward 2 that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to draw up suitable reso- 
lutions relative to the death of Harry Hier, a member 
of the County Convention, and the same to be printed 
in the County Report, and that a copy of the resolu- 


tions be sent to Harry Hier’s family, the vote was in 
the affirmative. Chairman Rollins appointed Amos Price 
of Gilmanton, David O’Shan of Ward 1, and Howard 
Ballou of Ward 5. 
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On motion duly made by F. A. Normandin of Ward 
2 and seconded by Arthur Lord of Gilford, it was voted 
that the County Commissioners approve and draw 
checks in payment of bills submitted by Arthur Nadeau 
of Meredith Center against the County of Belknap, 
dated January 24, 1940, in the sum of $3.72; Rene 
Huard, 18 Beech Street, Laconia, against the County 
of Belknap, dated January 24, 1940, in the sum of 
. $3.12; Homer J. Dutile, 29 Merrimack Street, Laconia, 
dated January 24, 1940, against the County of Belknap, 
in the sum of $3.12; that the same be presented to the 
Treasurer for payment out of the budget in the usual 


manner, 


In appreciation of the helpful aid and accommo- 
dations of the past services of Mrs. Edna P. Shortle, 
the County Convention gave a rising vote of thanks 
to Mrs. Shortle.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 





To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Belknap County pre- 
sent the annual report of the County Commissioners, 
Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and House of Cor- 
rection, Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Solicitor, 
Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the year 
ending December 31, 1940. 


Relief continues to be the greatest problem and 
still demands the largest appropriation of any item in 
the county budget. 


This year saw WPA withdrawing from the Recre- 
ational Area to work on the new defense airport at 
Gilford Intervale. Fortunately most of the projects 
that are essential at the Area had been completed and 
your Commissioners feel that the facilities there can 
and will maintain themselves, and complete such proj- 
ects as were left unfinished without additional cost to 
you as taxpayers. 


The entire cost to the county of the Intervale Air- 
port is $7,200.00, and will take the place of the 
$32,000.00 to $37,500.00 appropriation that has been 
made yearly for the Area, and it is expected that WPA 
crews will be employed on this job for two years; al- 
though it is planned to have one runway usable by 
June, 1941. 


Charles E. Carroll, Chairman of the Board, died 
at the Laconia Hospital May 30, 1940, after serving 
seventeen months as a successful county commission- 
er. Mr. Carroll certainly did an outstanding piece of 
work in lowering the relief in the city of Laconia. 
Partly through his efforts the county tax rate was re- 
duced $5.86. 
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Mr. Carroll was succeeded by Malcolm E. Barney, 
who ably served as commissioner from July 1, 1940 
to January 1, 1941. 

The county has purchased only five cords of wood 
for delivery from the County Farm. To provide for 
the needy we have hired those out of work to cut the 
wood owned by the county in the Meredith pasture, 
yarded it with our own horses and hauled the most of 
it to the farm with our own truck, and at the same 
time provided additional feed for the cattle. 

Milk for all county relief cases within four miles 
of the farm is furnished by our own cows. A milking 
machine and a bottler have been provided. 

General repairs at the farm have not been neg- 
lected. The expenditures in comparison with the ap- 
propriations need no comment from the Commissioners. 

We are indebted to Mr. and Mrs. Ned Sanborn, 
Superintendent and Matron at the County Farm, for 
the manner in which they have conducted all matters 
under their supervision. 

Rev. Frederic Fitzpatric of Belmont, Chaplain at 
the County Farm, has contributed a great deal to the 
spiritual well-being of our people and we wish to thank 
him for his thoughtfulness. 

We extend our thanks to all those who have co- 
operated with us in our efforts to make conditions bet- 
ter and life more pleasant for those in our care.

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REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


Belknap County Commissioners 


Laconia, N. H. 


Gentlemen: I herewith submit my final report as 
County Solicitor, for the period from April 1, 1939 to 
January 1, 1941. 


Several citizens have asked me the reason why 
some persons indicted by the Grand Jury have been 
given suspended sentences and I feel that the question 
should be answered in this report. At best, our pres- 
ent system of punishment is effective in only a small 
number of cases, and it has been my experience that 
first offenders sentenced to and who serve time in 
prison are not cured but often times become worse be- 
cause of their forced association with hardened crim- 
inals. We now have in New Hampshire an efficient 
probation department whose agents supervise persons 
released by the Court on suspended sentences. The 
probation system has proved successful in many cases 
and the offender when released after his probationary 
period becomes a good citizen. It is for this reason 
that young men and women who are first offenders 
are usually given suspended sentences and placed on 
probation. If they fail to carry out the terms of their 
probation they are immediately apprehended and made 
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to serve the sentence imposed by the Court. The pro- 
bation can do no harm either to the individual or the 
public and if a young man, started on a criminal 
career, can be made into a law-abiding citizen it is well 
worth the effort. 


During my three terms as Solicitor the work of 
the office has increased, but the remuneration remains 
the same. Nine hundred dollars per year is not ade- 
quate for the time and effort consumed and it is my 
suggestion that your board request the County Dele- 
gation to submit a bill to the Legislature increasing 
the salary of the new solicitor to twelve hundred dol- 
lars annually. 

All criminal and civil matters have received my 


careful attention. 

I have enjoyed my association with the members 
of your board and wish to express my appreciation for 
the courtesy and cooperation you have given me dur- 


ing my terms of office.
